A gentleman from Iowa, who has taken
great Interest In promoting what ho terms
"cqultnblo transportation rates," was asked
last evening by a National
rcpoilcr : "Why docs your stalo so per-
sistently or go tho construction o( tho Hen-
nepin canal, through Its legislature, boards
of trade, and s I"

"flccousc," ho replied, "agricultural In-

terests are almost paralyzed by the oxhorul-ta-

transportation charges to which wo aro
subject. Our stato Is peculiarly situated as
legards waterways. Hounded, as It Is, on
tho cast and west by great navlgablo rivers,
leading to tho seaboard at New Orleans, It
that city wcro but contiguous to tho u&

tlonal workshops, so that our oxchsugo ot
products for manufactures could bo made
there, Iowa would havo all needed advan-
tages for commerce. Hut New Orlcaus will
nevorbecomo a manufacturing center what-
ever her facilities for foreign commcrca
maybe, and our wants find supply

In common with thoso ot tuo other
northwestern states. Let mo suggest tho
tnagnltitdo of this cast and wast commerce

"The railroad commissioners ot Iowa re-
port O,0CO,U0O tons of freight as annually
crossing tho bridges over tho Mississippi
opposlto Iowa alona. Tho nggrcgato cross
lug this river annually abovo at. Louis Is
estimated at 15,000,000 tons at least. This
vast amount ot freight, that under tho

of cheap transportation upon tho
production ot the northwest may doublo In
n decade, Is all to bo affectod by tho con-

struction Of tho Hennepin canal In cost ot
transportation, however much orllttlo It
may actually transport. To show this
boyQUd a possibility of doubt wo clto tho
fact that, though all posslblo elements for
railroad competition havo existed for fif-
teen years across this carrying placo be-
tween tho Mississippi and tho lakes, tho
rates still remain, between Iowa and Chi-
cago, four times as much per ton a mllo as
they aro on tho Erie canal on any portion
ot tho water routo between Chicago and
New York.

"The annual com crop of our stata ot
Iowa reaches a quarter ot a billion bushels.
Grain can bo worth no less at homo than what
It will bring In the ultimata market, whether
that bo Chicago, Now York, or Liverpool,
less tho cost ot transportation. Ilenco, It
a saving of C cents a bushel Js made In tho
cost ot transportation by tho construction
of tho Hennepin canal, tho annual crop ot
corn of Iowa Is Increased In value $13,000,:
000, or enough to build two such canals.
'Thus tho rental, or Incomo value of land,
producing forty bushels ot corn tho aero,
will bo Increased $3 per aero. That a
cheapening ot 5 cents a bushel Is not a high
civtlronto. tho, fact may bo cited that tho
Tircsent Illinois and Michigan canal cheap
ens freight on grain 4 cents a bushel on a
distance of 11)0 miles, as against other
routes, lcadtnir Into Chicago, for tho samo
distance, but not having water competi
tion i"

on Iowa and tho northwest, how about Its
national Importanco!"

A Kent but Impoverished French Count

When tho "tltlo seeker" called ho met a

small, slight, and French-
man, of pleasant butcourtaous manner, who
was Mr. Kozler. Tho reporter knew llttlo
French, and Mr. llozlcr spoko English that
was painfully dislocated. Mr. Itozlcr pro-
duced an Imposing array ot old parchments
that, ho said, wcro tho evidences that ho
had a right to call himself count, but ho re-
fused to let tho visitor cxamlno tho papers
unless ho mado a cash offer for tho tltlo.
Thaprico was $10,000. Tho parchmonts
wcro undoubtedly ccnulno, and Indicated
that their owner might legally call himself
Count Do Lngorreo Chevalier, of St. Louis,
Count l'alatluo and Knight of Malta all at
ono time.

Mr. llozlcr saldi "Tho family of Lagorrco
havo been settled In tho province ot
Langucduoc, in tho south part of Franco,
for so many centuries that when thoy
camo (hero or wcro first mado nobles of the
land arc facts that history hasn't recorded.
About 1888 Count Mario Vablntlno Urban
do Lagorrcc, tho bead of tho houso, took to
himself a wlfo from tho noblo family ot
Doublgny. This lady lived until 1870,
when, having presented Count do Lagorrco
with several daughters and ono son, named
(laston do J.agorrcc.sbo evidently considered
that sho bad dono all that could bo expected
ot n person ot her rank, and, much to tho
gtlcf of her husband, died, A short time
after bis father's death, ho

Count (laston showed n decided in-

clination to cow wild oats, and, upon being
restricted In his expenditure by his step-
mother, ho Instituted law proceedings to
obtain control of his father's estate. It was
proved that when Count Urban died ho
had no estate worth speaking ot as
everything belonged to his wife and only
becamo his by tho marriage laws of France.
Tho casowas decided against Gaston and
ho found himself with an empty tltlo and
extravagant habits without tho moans of
gratifying them. During tho law proceed-
ings the widow ot Count Urban met a
young student with whom sho fell In
love: Tho young man was unable
to withstand tho attractions ot a
rich widow, and revoked his humblo
lovo and married tho titled aud wealthy
lady. That young mau wasl'aul Itnzlcr,
who now oilers tho Lagorrco patents of
nobility for salo. After thowldow ot Count
Urban had married 1. Itozlcr sho evidently
realized that her social position was con-
siderably different from that which sho had
occupied up to that time, first as tho
daughter of a wealthy and noblo family,
and later as tho wife of a reprcsontatlvo of
ono ot tho oldest peoraecs of Franco. To
remedv want of tltlo In her vountr
husband sho authorized him to open
negotiations with young Count (laston for
tho purchaso ot his titles. Theso negotia-
tions wcro carried to n successful Issuo.
Young (laston for a consideration, which Is
not mentioned In tho papers, but which he
speaks of as satisfactory remuneration, lu
August, 187U, signed away all his titles aud
transferred tbcm to Mr.lloztcr, who, aftcrtbo
transfer, added tho tltlo of Uouutdo Lagor-
rco to his namo and with his wlfo left
Toulon to travel, finally settling In Switzer-
land, and when In 1881 tho countess died.
Mr. Itozlcr expected to coma Into the largo
cstato that his wlfo did possessed of, but
this his family died not mean htm to
do If thoy could prevent It. A
lawsuit for tho possession of tho properties
was Instituted against Mr. Kozler by tho
lady's family, Tho caso camo to trial and
was decided against Mr. Itozlcr. Only a
email portion of tho property was awarded
to him, and tho bulk ot tho cstato went
back to tho famtlv of tho dead countess.
Mr. Itozlcr had expended all his share of
tho property In defending tho suits asalnst
him, and when ho lost his causo ho found
himself without money and with nothinir
but tho titles of nobility which ho had
purchased from Gaston Lagorrco in tho
hoyday of his prosperity, and a
few family portraits, llo returned to
Toulon poorer than ho was before ho
becamo the husband ot the rich Countess ot
Lagorrcc, and incapacitated for a strugglo
with thoworldby a llfoof Indulgence and
luxury. At Toulon ho renewed his rela-
tions with his first lovo, for whom ho says
ho had novcr ceased to entertain feelings of
tho deepest affection, Tho young lady de-

cided to forgtva tho man who had forsaken
her for tho rich countess, and tako him
back onco more Into his old position ot fa-

vored lover. Finding things not to his
liking In Toulon, four years ago Mr. Kozler
decided to como to America, and In n new
land to build a fortuno for himself. To
obtain the means to make this ho offered
to sell the Lagorrco family pictures, which
bad becomo bis, with tho tltlo to tho sisters
of Gaston do Lagorrcc, who. by this time,
was married and settled In I'aris with tho
money obtained from tbo salo ot tho pic-

tures. Mr. Kozler paid his debts In Toulon
llko an honest man, and having persuaded
his first lovo to accompany blm embarked
for America. In tbo four yoars that Mr.
Kozler has been In New York ho has had a
pretty rocky tlmo of It. Ho has tried to
cam a living at gentlemanly employment,
but with 111 success. In his efforts
to get along comfortably ho has
been materially assisted by tho
lady who forsook her friends and country
to como hero with blm. Sho tried her hand
at dressmaking, and, having all tho talent
In that lino for which tho French are cele-
brated, It may bo surmised that sho con-

tributed at least as much toward tbolr
mutual support as the count. About three
months ago Mr, Kozler received a letter
from (laston Lagorreo, dated from a small
town In Spain, In which Lagorrco oxprcsscs
a deslro to buy bark his titles. This letter
evidently opened Mr. Kozler's eyes to tho
fact that tho old parchment that ho has
kept In his possession for tho last
seven years has a marketable value
Most ot tbo applications for Information
concerning thu titles have been dated from
New York, though ono or two Inquiries
camo from Washington, and sovcralfrom
tho west.

Mr. Kozler said that several matrimonial
agents had called ou blm with offers ot

wives, who would bring him a
much larger sum than $10,000, but theso
"offers ho bad declined. Tho laws ot Frauco
allow a man to sell titles, but tho solllue of
It docs not convey tho family uamo or any
claim on tho estates of tho persou who
lormeny uoro tno utio.

THE SUPEKIOniTY OF 1I0ME-11U1L- T EN-

GINES OYEUEKULISIt.

A Talk Willi nn Kxpert About Wnr
Bhlp Locomotion mid tho llest Means
or Accomplishing It All About Ii'uel,
Horso l'oiver, nnd Spead.

A reporter for tbo National Rnrcnti.
can called upon Chief Engineer N. D.
Clark, United States navy, to ascertain his
vlows in roferenca to tho rclatlvo merits of
American and foreign steam machinery,
now being discussed by Congress and tho
press.

Mr. Clark said tho great mlstako mado
with war ships Is that tho samo typo of
steam machinery Is put In tbcm that Is ap-

propriate for merchant steamers, making
regular trips, which have to bp designed to
run at high speed, with economy of fuel,
week after week.

"How much cool per horso power does a
marlno cnglna consume)"

"A compound cnglna when running at
moderately blgh speed consumes about two
pounds of coal per Indicated horso power
per hour, but when running at low speed
much more coal Is required to produco a
horso power."

"How Is that; I always thought economy
of fuel was attained by running nt a low
speed J"

"So It Is, so far as tho application of tho
power generated Is concerned, but when a
largo cnglno Is used to goncrato a small
power It docs not work with economy. For
tho samo quantity of coal a vessel would run
four times as far at nlno knots per hour as sho
would at eighteen knots. Hut when run-
ning at a low speed, say at nlno knots,
only tho power Is needed, and
tho amount of coal per horso powor Is con-
siderably Increased by tho radiation and
friction Incident to a largo cnglno develop-
ing a small power, thereby considerably In-

creasing the cost of power per unit of coal
consumed. Ilenco tho apparent paradox,
when tho engines of a naval vessel aro run
slow for economy thoy consumo fuel with
wasteful extravagance"

"You havo mentioned eighteen knots as
an appropriate emergency speed and nlno
knots as apassago speed. What propor-
tion of tho coal supply would bo consumed
at cacn rate oi speed v

"There would bo no occasion to exert tho
high emergency power lu tlmo of pcaco ex-
cept for cxcrclso at drill, to familiarize tho
officers and men with their duties, and lu
addition thereto, In tlmo of war It would
only bo used when chasing an enemy or
escaping Irom a superior force. Therefore
tho proportion of coal consumed for emer-
gency power would probably not execod D

percent., leaving 03 percent, of tho entire
fuel supply to bo consumed at low speed.
At tbo present tlmo tho steam machinery of
war ships of all nations Is designed to effect
economy In the consumption of tho fuel
used at high speed and for wasteful extrava-gani- o

In tho consumption of that used at
low speed, and Is handicapped with an
enormous weight In order to accomplish
that result."

"You speak of using tho high cmcrgoncy
power In tlmo ot pcaco Only for exercise at
drill. I suppose you would regard tho ex-
penditure of fuel for that powor eomowhat
ns you would that of ammunition for tho
guns, both being consumed to fanilllarizo
tho officers and men with their duties?"

"l'rcclscly so; tbo emergency power
would bo required only to take tho ship In
and out of action, and tbo guns would bo
used only whllo In action, and whtlo there
would bo sufllclcnt fuel to run tho emer-
gency power for llvo days, tho guns would
use tbclr entire complement of ammunition
In less than three hours' rapid and continu-
ous firing."

"What Is tbo weight of tho steam ma-

chinery of war ship per horso power!"
"In tho lirttlsh navy tho averago weight

ot tho Btcsm machinery Is SGO per horso
power, wlth280 for tbo swift dispatch vessels
iris anu mercury, anu iou tor tuo torpcuo
ram Polyphemus, aud that ot tho first class
(UlI'LUU UUUIOU1 .UllOUUVDIll io u, njuuu,
while tbo fastest torpedo boat onglno of
American design and build only 89 pounds.
Tho weight of all steam engines of Amorl-ca- n

design Is Invariably less per Indicated
horso power than tbo same class "ot English
build.''

"Tho dlffcrcnco between thlrty-nln-

pounds per Indicated horso power In
tbo fast American torpedo boat engines
aud 448 pounds In tbo lloston
and Atlanta seems to bo a high prlco to
pay for tho economy of fuel obtained by its
U8o, on raro occasions, for short periods of
time (or upon about S per cent, ot tho fuoll,
particularly when wo consider that this
ponderous machinery Itself has to bo carried
at tho high speed, and that additional power
must be applied to ovcrcomo tho rcslstanco
duo to Its weight,"

"What remedy do you proposo to apply
In this condition of affairs?"

"Design light running, swift moving en-
gines, analogous to those ot tho American
torpedo bouts and launches, sufficiently
augmented In weight to glvo tho endurance
required for tho emergency power of a war
ship; and by applying two or moro separata
engines to each shaft of tbo twin screws, so
that ono cnglno on each screw can be dis-

connected, when running nt low speed,
thereby avoiding tho loss Incident to a largo
cnglno developing a small power."

"What weight ot steam machinery would
you proposo V

"If tho torpedo boat machinery was aug-
mented In weight about 100 per cent. It
would glvo ample enduranco tor tho emer-
gency power of a war ship, and would bo
eminently appropriate thereto on account
of tbo great economy when running at low
speed.

"Many Industrial establishments In this
country aro now using a number ot small
engines ot blgh piston speed, distributed
through tho works aud applied directly to
tbo machtno to bo run, lu place ot the largo,
centrally located ctiglno formerly used."

"Aro you In favor of horizontal engines!"
"Tho only oxcuso for tho uppllcatlonof

horizontal engines to war ships was that
they could bu protected below tho water
JIdc, but, slnco tbo development ot great
powc by tho torpedo typo of cuglucs, hav-
ing vertical cylinders of such small height
that they will go below tho wator lino of
tbo lightest draught vessel, there is no ex-
cuse whatovcr for tho further application ot
the clumsy, ponderous horizontal engines
so difficult to keep lu repair."

"Can jou glvo nn cxamplo of a vessol
with specified weights to lllustrato your
proposition r"

"Tho llritlsh torpedo boat Chlldcrs has
steam machinery weighing 57.7 pounds per
horso power. Tbo compound engines havo
cylinders of 14 and 241 Inches diameter,
with 15 Inches stroko of piston-- , aro 8i foot
high, aud devolop 700 horso power. It tboso
engines wcro amplified to devolop 1,875
horso power, tho cylinders would bo 101 and
'M Inches diameter, with 31 lnchos stroko
ot piston, and would measure 11.0 feet high.
Tho llritlsh dispatch vessol Mercury has a
displacement ot 8,71)3 tons, has 7,500 horso
power, aud has attained a speed ot 18.87
knots on tho measured mllo. Tho wolirht
of tbo Mercury's steam machinery Is 003
tons.

Having given In our last papers brief

description ot sound, how It Is produced
and transmitted through space, wo will

this paper to an analysis of tho vocal
and auditory organs, and dcscrlbo tho man-
ner In which speech Is produced and how It
affects tho auditory system. All sounds
emitted In tho uttcranco of nrtlculato
speech tako their origin primarily lu tho
larynx, situated at tho upper part nt tho
windpipe, where are located tho vocal cords,
two thlu, shect-llk-o cords which closo tho
entire wlndplpo and lightly touch each
other acrocs tho center thereof, their edges
lying thus closely together so ns to permit
ot vibration on tho least disturbance when
air Is drawn into or forced out of tho lungs
under action ot tho respiratory muscles. If
these cords becomo Inflamed, as they often
do when ono Is gllllctcd with a cold,hoarsa-nts- s

ensues, oftentimes resulting In a total
temporary lots ot tho voice, duo to an un-

natural separation ot tho vocal cords, so
that they cannot vibrato as tho air passes
between them. At tho will ot tho speaker
air Is drawn Into and forced out of tho
lungs between tbo vocal cords, thus causing
thtui to vibrate, and by tho samo volition
Ihcy aro automatically but unconsciously
lengthened or contracted by a mus-
cular action so as to correspondingly
lower or ralso tho key or pitch of
tho voice, just as tho pitch Is low-
ered or raised by lengthening and contract-
ing a string ujion n violin, At this stago

Iho process ot speaking tho action Is en-
tirely similar Io tho calls or cries ot all the
animal kingdom. It Is In tho upper por-
tion of tho mouth, and through nud by tho

of tho teeth, tbo tongue, tho roof ot tho
month, tho nasal passages, and tho lips,
that tho sounds aro so modified as to con-
vert them Into tho desired characteristics
constituting nrtlculato speech. This Is
dono by changing tho slzo and shapoot tho
cavity of tho mouth, nnd tho position of tho
tongue and lips, as necessity demands, and

controlling tho exit and cntranco of air
through tho nasal passages. So then,
speech resolves Itself simply Into a sot of
eound-wav- o vibrations, taking their origin
primarily at tho vocal cords, entirely simi-
lar In their action to tho vibrating reedsof

organ; It Isshnpcdlnto language through
tho volition of tho speaker by a set of
modulations which aro attained by training
from early childhood, and only after long
and tedious lessons taught through Imita-
tion by tho mother. As ono rounds up

words In a clear and distinct man
ner, giving promlncnco to tba vowel
sounds, thereby approaching musical
tones, just In proportion will his
articulation bo readily understood, and lu
proportion ssha talks wlthhalt open mouth,
nnd careless, slovenly accent, or careless
rounding ot syllables and words by neg-
lecting tbo conditions necessary to per-
fect speech, In Just that proportion will tho
sounds uttered partako of jarring, unpleas-
ant sensations, and bo Individually unin-
telligible to tho listener. This should bo
well understood by ovcryonowho attempts

talk Into a tclcphono, for, although It
repeats clearly all that Is uttered to It, g

a dumb mechanical dovlec, It refuses
perform Its functions as a repeater ot

good languago to him who will not do that
wmcu ovcry lover ot goou articulation ap-

preciates and applauds. Tho articulated
words mado up of tho vowel and conson-
ant sounds which compose tho alphabet ot

languago come, as wo sec, from tho
mouth as sound waves, taking their first
vibrations from tho vocal cords, and aro
modified In tho manner abovo described,
traveling thenco through tho medium of
the air to tho car of tho listener. Hero they
strlko upou tho tympanum or drum ot tho
car, which Is a thin membrane, not unllko
tho vocal cords In Its tissue, and by their
action causo It to vibrato Im sympathy or
unison with them, Tho drum or tympa-
num Is separated from tho Inner part of
tho car bv a body of confined air, which has

normally closed exit into tho throat by
what Is known as tho Eustachian tube. Tho
function of this column ot air u to main-
tain equal pressure on both sides ot tho
drum, and to act as a cushion against
tevero sound utterances. W o aro some-
times rendered tempormlly deaf by a very
Intense sound which causes tho drum to
forco tho confined air out Into tho throat
through tho Eustachian tube. If, on such
occasions, ono will mako thrco or four at-

tempts to swallow, tho equilibrium will bo
established and hearing restored at onco.
To tho tympanum or drum, on Its Innor
sldo, aro attached a chain of thrco small
bones, called tho hammer, tho anvil, and
tbo stirrup, which aro designed to commu-
nicate tbo sound to tbo Inner car. Thoso
small bones aro connected to tho Inner car,
which Is filled with liquid and Inclosed In
a bony or cartilaginous mass. This liquid
In the Inner car Is In contact with or com-

municates to the ncrvo fibers located lu tho
vicinity of tho brain, tbo sounds, and at this
point what was befora physiological In tho
transmission of sound to tho auditory sys-
tem becomes psychological; or, lu other
words, speech uttered by tho speaker

converted Into thought by tho
listener. Theso auditory ncrvo fibers
oro about 3,000 In number In tho averago
human brain, nnd each fiber responds
only to a tono which Is created by a body
adapted to vibrato In unison with It, Just as
certain of tho strings ot a piano vibrato
when wo speak over Its sounding board, or
us tba windows ot a church vibrato when
an organ produces a tono or tones which
causo tbcm so to vibrate by sympathy, Tho
nerves of this ucrvo-flbc- r system vibrato In
chords, and thought is mado up of various
combination of nerve-chord- s, so to speak.
Manv of tbeso nerve-liber- s or chords llo
Idle for years, and aro brought Into action
uy a laminar souuu long siucu lurguucu,
thus exemplifying In tho mental system a
parallel to tho famous plcca of music
known as "Tho Lost Chord." Tho samo
peculiarity Is fouad In tbo sensosof smell,
of sight, and of tasto, tho whole nervous
system being In fact, adapted to act by
sympathy. Each ot theso llttlo ncrvo fibers
has Its compliment lu nil tho sounds that
tho car can appreciate, and by education
they can be rendered so dcllcato In their
rcsponso that material Increaso tu ono's
hearing faculties cau bo attained, both In
Individual ncrvo tones and chords ot tho
samo. Musicians aro well awaro of this
power, ns wo Indicated In our last paper
that skilled musicians wore capable ot

tho higher sets of harmonics not
oppriclablo by tho average human ear.

It Is by reason of this constant strain ou
the auditory system of tbo wild animal,
owing to his necessity for
that his ecuso ot hearing becomes so ncuto
as to far outstrip bis higher educated
-being, man. Indeed many wild ani-

mals, llko the panther, aro provided with
external or exposed ucrvo-flbers- , located on
cither side ot tho nose, which nro far more
delicate to'sounds than Iho Internal norves,
and warn their possessor, ovcu whllo asleep,
nt tho approach ot danger, or of a victim.
There lies always bctwoen tho speaker and
tho bearer a certain senso ot adaptability
which makes articulation on tha part of tho
ono and understanding ou tho part of the
ether moro or less easy or difficult, as tho
caso may bo, just as lu tho ordinary avoca-
tions of life somo men aro naturally better
adapted to mako themselves moro agreea-
ble and more popular to all persons than
others. For tho perfect transmission ot
speech there mutt bo a bond of sympathy
between Iho speaker and tba hearer. A
good listener always pleases a speaker and
unconsciously puts him on his guard to
show his appreciation by uttering distinctly
that which ho feels Is appreciated.

Wo havo not given above, by any moans,
an cxhnustlva diagnosis ot the organs of
speech and hearing, such as tho surgeon
would dictate, but havo dropped all scien-
tific terms, and endeavored, ns fnrns possi-
ble, to descrlbu thu essential organs and
their especial functions In such languago
ns might bo readily understood by tho road-lu- g

public, It has been our design In this
descilpllon to lead our readers up to tho
prlmoidlal fact that speech Is simply

of a special kind ot sound waves,
differing from music tu 11b peculiar eccen-
tricities, duo to tha fact that it Is a com-

bination of musical aud tones,
anu mat it is prniuiceu uy nun iiiruugii tuo
vibrations ot tha vocal cords, and trans-
mitted tu tbo drum or diaphragm ot tho
ear, which In turn vibrates lu sympathy
with tho sound waves uttered that the
ilium or t) mpanum ot thu ear is lu Its con-
struction, very similar to tho diaphragm ot
an ordinary telephone, so that wo aro now
picparcd to show bow tho form
of tclcphono transmitter takes up tho
sound waves, converts them Into electrical
waves similar lu form to said sound waves,
and now tno receiver ui tuo distant station
reconverts tbo electrical waves Into sound
waves, which nlfett tbo ear of a listener
exactly as tho original sound waves would
havo dono had they uccu uttered lu thj lu;

mediate vicinity of tho listener at tho re-

ceiving station, but, of course. In fry
much feebler tones. Tho peculiar differ-
ences existing between tho sound waves of
speech and music can ho very prettily Illus-
trated by attaching to tho center of a tclc-
phono diaphragm a stylus of wire, having
Its outer end bent down and bearing upon n
strip of paper covered with carbon dust.
Upon moving tho paper transversely across
tbo path ot tho stylus, and nt tho samo tlmo
singing at a given pitch before tho dia-

phragm, It will bo set In vibration and tho
stylus will record an oven wavy lino upon
tbo paper, tho dlstanco between the wavo
crests being a constant quantity, and their
height another constant quantity. Upon
uttering spoken words beforo tho dia-

phragm, and moving tho paper as before, a
very Irregular lino Is tho result, mado up
of Jaggid or portions during
various parts of tho curve. Tha musical
tono gives Impulses occurring In sequence,
and It Is their regular beats or Impressions
that pleases tbo car and distinguishes It
from tho harsh tones detected In speech
necessarily msdo up ot mora composlto
tome. Tills dlflcrcnco tu tha characteris-
tics of sound In musical tones and articu-
late speech constitutes a very marked fea-

ture In the operation of tho speaking tele-
phone, ns wo shall try to explain In our
next article, wherein wo shall tako up tho
tclcphono proper nnd descnhi Its modo of
operation, based upon Iho theory advanced
by Prof. Alexander Graham Hell, which Is
now pretty generally accepted among

Iteprosentntlvn Hill, or Ohio, Mnkos
Santo lteinnrks About Ills C'olloagucs.

Hon. W. D. Hill, representative from
tho sixth district of Ohio, addressed tho
Virginia Democratic Association last night.
Ho was proud to say that ho was a Vir-

ginian by birth; tho first campaign which
ho could remember was lu 1811 tha great
contest between Cloy nud Tollc. In that
day campaigns wcro conducted differently
than now, and cntlicly different from any
ho had over seen In Ohio. Money was not
known lu politics then, for If ono had
offered a man money for his voto ho would
as certainly havo knocked tho briber down
as ho had tho ability to do It. There are a
few men yet In Congress of tho old slvlc,
one of whom ha was proud to say was Hon.
John 11, Tucker.

In the old days, he said, millionaires wcro
unknown, but now they wcro ovcrywhoro.
Over lit bis llttlo town of Springfield there
wcro many, thoy having mado money dur-
ing tho war by making "shoddy" cloth for
tho army, but tho speaker did not know
wuai mat was.

Abraham Lincoln was as good a man as
ever lived, pure and honest, but ha was
surrounded by many who were corrupt,
and that during that tlmo great corruptions
had crept Into tho affairs ot tho govern-
ment, but as Virginia politic wcro pure,
sho ought to lead lu tha movement for n
puro and honest government. Ho did
not know what this Congress would do
with tho tariff; ha thought, however, that
they would do nothing. Ho was lu favor
of reducing tho tariff on sugar, oven If It
did iujuro somo of tho mlllfoualra sugar-plante- rs

of Louisiana. Congress will
dodgo tho Issue, but tho newspapers will
discuss tbo question, and as the pcoplo
read for themselves, In tho end tho subject
must bo acted on. Tho words "M. U."
prefixed to the namo ot congressmen ought
to bo stricken off aud tho words "C. A."
substituted, as all tho members of Congress
aro llttlo clso than "claim agents."

Politicians now aro onlv claim aecnts.
and ho seldom received u lcttor on any sub-
ject of public interest; all bis letters ro-
tated to war or pension claims; it was, in
bis opinion, tlmo that this robbery ot tho
treasury should ccaso and tho government
administered according to tho principles of
tho constitution. Ho was proud of his
adopted stato, Ohio, oven If sho was under
a cloud at this tlmo. Ail tho great leaders
of tho Democracy of Ohio wero Virginians
by birth. Thurman, Allen, Pcndlctou,

and others. Concluding, ho
remarked that the Democratic party Is In
power at least, ho supposed It is and It
will llvo In this country as long as thero Is
a frco ballot lu tho land.

Tucker from tho judlcary commit-
tee, recommending tbo passago ot a bill
to grant claimants tho right to suo the
government, makes an explanation of tho
bill prepared by tho committee, which Is
substantially as follows :

ThalurlsdlctlonofthQ court of claims Is nr.
tended so as to Includo claims founded upou
tho constitution ol tba United States, sucn as
lor lust compensation for property taken for
public use; dnmnges liquidated or unliquidated
nil claims lor which Iho party would boon
titled to redress against Iho United stales In n
court of law, equtivor admiralty, Iftho United
Mates wcro suable, and all counter-
claims, claims tor damages, whether liqui-
dated or unliquidated, orothcr demands what-
soever on tho part of iho United Slates. Tho
limitation of all claims under tho act, tho re-
port buys, Is six years, thus excluding all war
claims. Jurlcdlctlon concurrent with tho
court of claims Is given to tho district ana cir-
cuit court ot tho united States lu cases whero
tho money valuo docs not exceed tio.ooo.
Itlght or nppcnl to tho Supremo Court Is
granted 111 nil cases to both parties. Interest
shall bo computed at tbo rata of I ner cent.
Claims or aliens under treaty or International
may law bo referred by tbo Stato Department,
with assent of tho foreign government, to tho
coutt or claims. With tho consent or the
claimants, tho heads of departments may re-

fer any claim now pending to tho
court ot claims. Thocnurt of claims may de-
cide ou nuy caso referred to it by Congress un-
der thn Itowmau act,

Tho report Bays tha act docs not Includo
cases of captured and abandoned property,
cotton claims, or war claims, tho commltteo
deeding to lcavo legislation, It necessary,
on theso points to another bill. As to tho
advisability of such a law being passed, tho
report Bays:

Tho largo mass of business now beforo Con- -
gtowlng out of prlvato claims consumesfrcss year niter year In commltteo work,

rendered useless by Iho luck or time to con-
sider and pass upon! them. Just claims are
painfully deferred without Interest, and the
credit of tho government, so strictly upheld
upou Its bouiled debt, Is justly censurable lit

to Its honest private claims.
